IST OF TRAGEDIES IN 


FAMILY: 


Chronicle Unparalleled in any Reigning 


House in Continent of Europe. 


' [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


HE death of Francis Joseph 
is a remarkable climax to 
the long list of tragedies in 

the Hapsburg family—a list un- 
paralleled in any other reigning 
house in Europe. He dies in 
the midst of the world’s great- 
est war, which he himself large- 
ly brought about by his deter- 
mination to avenge the act of 
assassination of his heir, the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
as the result ef an alleged Serb- 
lan eorspiracy, while on a state 
visit to Bosnia on June 28. 1914. 
Francis Joseph was 86 years 
old at the time of his death. 
He was born August 18, 1830. 
He was only 19 years of age 
when he ascended the throne of 
Austria, upon the abdication of 
his uncle, Ferdinand I. Decem- 
ber 2, 1848, making his active 
reign extend over a period of 
68 years, all but the first twenty 
of which he was also Apostolic 
King of Hungary. It is doubt- 
ful thag if in all history there 
has been an active, authenti- 
cated reign that was longer. 
ition says a Pharaoh ruled 

for’ ninety-nine years, and there 
is the more credible instance of 
Ramteses II. Sesostrie of the 
Greeks, whose reign is reputed 
to have covered (sixty-seven 
years. But in recorged history 
there certainly has been no 
reign of equal duration to that 
of Francis Joseph. Louls XIV 
of France was nominally King 
for sevefty-two years. He ac- 


‘ tually occupied the throne for 


little more than half a century. 
A closer rival, and the only one 
of modern times. was Queen 
Victoria, who reigned for sixty- 
four years. 

FIRM GRIP. 


The aged monarch, although 
he had suffered serious inroads 
upon his health for many years 
past, was strong enough to keep 
a firm grip on affairs of state 
almost to the last. There were 
repeated reports of serious in- 
ness from a bronchial affection. 
and frequently rumors of his 
death, which were proven un- 
founded when official announce- 
ments were made from Vienna. 
Some of the reports asserted 
that his mind had become af- 
fected through worry over the 
great war, but the truth of these 
rumors was not admitted. 

In Nov ber, 1915, on the oc- 
casion of a visit of Emperor 
William of Germany to Vienna, 
it was rumored that Francis 
Joseph was about to make a 
possible move for a separate 
peace, but owing to the strict 
censorship in Austria there was 
no confirmation of such a re- 


port. 

The ultimatum of July 23, 
1914, which Francis Joseph sent 
to King Peter of Serbia. de- 
nouncing the anti-Austrian 
propaganda in that country and 
demanding prompt punishment 
of the assassins of Archduke 
Ferdinand, was supposedly dic- 
tated by Francis Joseph himself 
„ tt was this document that 
rt precipitated the war 


now ravaging Europe. Five days 
later, after Serbia had complied 
with all the demands with the 
exception of agreeing to allow 


Austrian authorities to enter 


Serbia to stamp out the alleged 
anti-Austrian co Fran- 
cis Joseph declared war. 


“The intrigues of a malevolent 
opponent compel me, in de- 


tense of the honor of my mon- 


archy and for the protection of 
its dignity and the security of its 
possessions, to grasp the sword 
after long years of peace. 

“The hope that Serbia would 
Keep its word has not been ful- 
filled; the flame of its hatred for 
myself and my house has always 
blazed higher. 

“In this solemn hour I am 
fully conscious of the whole sig- 
nificance of my resolve and my 
responsibility before the Al- 
mighty. I have examined and 
welghed everything. and, with 
ferene conscience, set out on the 
path that duty points.” 

EVENTFUL REIGN. 

Aside from the great war, 
Francis Joseph's reign was one 
of the most eventful in history. 
From his imperial vantage 
point he saw the French mon- 
archy go down, the second em- 
pire rise and crumble, the com- 
mune flare briefly. and the re- 
public of today rise on its ashes; 
he saw the black pinions of the 
Prussian eagle stamped on the 
flag of the New German empire 
—later to tower threateningly 
over Austria itself; he saw the 
Papacy shorn of its territorial 
demesne, 
family of petty ncipal- 
ities was welded into United 
Italy: he saw Spain. once the 
greatest of colonial powers, lose 
the last of her dependencies in 
two oceans; he saw Japan 
opened to western civilization 
and later defeat the sprawling 
colossus of two continents; he 
saw the most absolute of des- 
potisms—Russia, Turkey and 
Persia—concede representation 
to the people; he saw at a dis- 
tance the United States cement 
its federation with the blood 
of a great internecine war, and 


je saw his own brother prove 


that monarchy could not take 
new root on American soil. 

In his own country he faced 
internal dissensions and external 
aggressions from the moment he 
came to the throne. By the war 
of 1859 with France and Sar- 
dinia, he was forced to cede 
Lombardy to Italy; by force of 
arms and treaty he lost the 
Duchy of Holstein to Prussia 


and Venice to Italy; and by the .

The German merchant 
Deutschland, with a $2,000,000 cargo

Her skipper, Paul Koenig, changed 
his tactics today, for instead of steal- 
ing out to sea under cover of dark- 
nes. as was the case last week, he 
boldly steered down the harbor in 
broad daylight, without convoy. Lo- 
cal mariners were when he 
again elected to send his craft 
through the dangerous waters of 
the Race, where the collision oc- 
curred in which five of the tug’s 
crew were drowned. 

TUG STAYS ASTERN. 

The tug Alert of the T. A. Scott 
Wrecking Company, subagent of the 
Eastern Forwarding Company, re- 
mained half a mile astern today. 
Passing the Race safely, the 
Deutschland turned her nose to the 
east and headed for Nantucket 
shoals. The Alert followed for a 
short distance and returned to her 
pier. Capt? Frederick Hinch of the 
torwarding company. who was the 
only man saved in the disaster last 
week. was on board the Alert. 

The Deutschland apparently was 
ready to sall late last night or early 
this morning, but for some unknown 
reason plans were changed. Two 
tugs had steam up all night. ready 
to act as convoys, but they were dis- 
missed at 2:30 o'clock this morning. 

SIGNS OF ACTIVITY. 


During the forenoon there were 
unusual signs of activity on the State 
pier and on board the North German 
Lloyd liner Willehad, the subma- 
rine’s “mother ship,” indicating that 
the time for departure was near. 

At 2 o’cloek the Alert and the 
fishing schooner Frank Beckwirth 
went up the harbor to the plier. Fif- 
teen minutes later the steel net 
guarding the pocket was hauled up 
and the pontoon bearing a fence 
fifteen feet high was pulled to one 
side. At 2:20 the Deutschland glid- 
ed out and roceeded down the 
Thames to the mouth of the harbor. 

Capt. Koene was in the conning 
tower and eighteen of the crew of 
twenty-nine were on deck, attired in 
oliers. They waved their hands in 
farewell to the Willehad’s crew, One 
sallor was stationed at the bow with 
field glasses to see that the course 
was clear. 

Tide! conditions were excellent; 
there wos Suet a suggestion of a 


‘ripple on the water, and the craft 


gradually increased her speed until 
she made ten knots an hour. The 
harbor wae fairly free from vessels. 
A few passing craft sounded their 
whisties in salute, but the Deutsch- 
land paid no heed. Near Eastern 
Point she passed the United States 
cruiser Columbia. Here t Frank 
Beckwirth left the

WATER 18 CHOPPY. 

The water became choppy in the 
sound and the submarine’s deck was 
awash. Spray was showered over 
the crew. Speed wae still further 
increased and Capt. Koenig headed 
straight for the Race. Observers at 
Fort Wright on Fisher's Island sight- 
ed her at 3:80 o'clock. Soon after- 
ward the Deutschland shifted her 
course eastward and disappeared 
from view. 

The Alert followed for a few miles 
and steamed back. It was not 
lieved that the boat would submerge 
until after she had passed the three- 
mile limit at daybreak. 

There were no indications of hos- 
tile warships off the Com- 
mander Yates Stirling of the United 
States submarine base said he was 
positive no foreign ships had been 
in adjacent waters tor some time. 
Neither was there any sign of a Ger- 
man war submarine outside the ter- 
ritorial waters. Capt. Koenig stated 
soon after his arrival on November 
1 he would be convoyed home by the 
armored submarine U-57. 

MANIFEST A SECRET. 

Efforts to see the Deutschland's 
manifest today at the customhouse 
w unavailing. It is known, how- 
er, that her cargo consisted largely 
of crude rubber, copper, sinc, silver 
bars and gold. She also has on 
board seven pouches filled with mail, 
brought here by members of the 
German Embassy at Washington.
